PUBLIUS V1RGILIUS MARO. 


LIbJius VirgiJius Maro was the firfi 
that gave eminence to the Family of 
the Yirg\\{\;HisFaiher ,by the mar¬ 
riage of the Daughter of Magus (a 
Stranger ) named Maia , and the 
Stewardjhip of her Fathers Efiate, 
improv'd his own to the fur chafe of fome Land/nd a little 
Steely at Andes, a little Hamlet, neer Mantua. They 
had three Sons, Publius the eldefl, horn the fifteenth of 
O&ober, in the Confuljhip of Lucius Pompeius Magnus, 
and Marcus Lucinius Craflus , the 683 year from the 
building of Rome. 

The precedent Night his Mother dream d foe brought 
forth a frig of Laurel, which being fet in the Ground im¬ 
mediately fhot up into a Tree ; The next day, being upon a 
Journey foe was unexpectedly delivered,and a Poplar bough, 
which at that time they planted,grew up with fuch incredi¬ 
ble feed, that it overlooked the growth of many Trees long 
before it in time. This afterwards was confecrated and 
tyiown by the name 0/Virgil’s Tree,to which Women with 
Child,enconragd by the good fortune of his Mother, made 
Vows. 

At Cremona he paffed the firfi part of his life, being

~thirteen years old, from the building of the City 696. at 
which time (the fame happened to be Confitls who were at 
his birthffie went to Millain ,where he too^bis frft fludies, 
thence to Naples, where be improved himfelf in ad bfnd of 
Learning ., which perhaps his Modefty might have conceal'd 
from the World, if not awakened by this occafion. 

In that difribution of Lands which was made after the 
Battel at Philippi, by Auguftus, to reward his Soldiers, 
Virgil was difeifed of his Inheritance ; Hereupon he went 
to Rom c,a?id, to prepare his way into the Emperour s Jpiow- 
ledge, affixed this Diftich upon the Court Gate. 

Node piuit tota, redeunt fpedacula mane: 

Divilum Imperium cum Jove C<efar habet. 

Ad Night it Rains, the Shews return next Day: 
Thus Jove and Ofar fhare in equal Sway. 

The Author of thefe Verges f with which Auguftus 
was much pleased J being fought for, Bathyllus//^ inferior 
Eoet of that time, prefented himfelf and intercepted the 
Honours and Rewards of Virgil ;■ who in vindication of 
himfelf to the fame Diflich annexed four times 
Sic vos non vobis, &c. 

Bathyllus unable , at the Command of Auguftus, tofupply 

thefe Hemijlichs,Virgil thus performed it. 

Hos ego verficulos feci, tulit alter honores; 

Sic vos non vobis vellera fertis oves. 

Sic vos non vobis nidificatis aves, 

Sic vos non vobis mellificatis apes, 

Sic vos non vobis fertis aratra boves. 

Twas I theVerfes made . the Praifeanother had: 

' So you not for your felves Sheep Fleeces yield, 

So you not for your felves Birds Harbours build, 

' So you not for your felves Bees Honey yield., '

By this means he was tafyen notice of by the Emperour.into

coenas, he was fo far received , that he obtain’d a Grant of 
the recovery of his own Eflate: but unfuccefsfuUy ;fi r re - 
turning home to ta{e poffieffion, Arius, a Centurion, to 
whofe lot it fed, was fo much incenfed , that, to avoid bis 

violence, he was forced to fwim a River, to which he is 
faid to allude, Eclog. 

Thus neceffitated to a feme! Journey to Rome, he was 
by the Emperour re-infhted in his Lands ; whereupon to 
expreffe his gratitude to Rollio, he compofed his Eclogues ■ 
at the inflame of Mecoenas, his Georgicfls ; and at the 
Command of Auguftus, his ^Eneids ; a Worflnmchfamed 
in its Infancy, as appears by this of Propertius. 

Cedite Romani feriptores, cedite Graii : 

Nefcio quid majus nafeitur Iliade. 

R oman and Grecian Writers, all give place * 

Something is born, the Iliads doth furpafs. 

At Rome he flent the greatefl part of his time,having a 
competent Eflate,and a Houfe in the Efquiliay rear the Gar¬ 
dens of Mecoems; fometimes retiring into Campania and 
Sicilie. He ms every year abundantly help fill to his Pa¬ 
rents, who died not till he came to pet-fell Age. AffeUed by 
all other Poets of that time, Tucca, Varus, Horace, Gal- 
Jus, and Propertius,tc whom, as to all Scholars,his Library 
was alwaies open;.honour d by the common People,who hear 
inghisVerfes recited in tbeTbeater , aUrofeupandrever- 
encdbm{accidemallyprefent)no leftfaith Tacitus,i than the 
Emperour himfelf .; and by Auguftus fo,nuch favoured , 
that be is faid to have admitted him to his mofl private 
Counfels , and continued this intimacy to him by many Let¬ 
ters. Pedianus affirms, that he was affable, a great Lover 
of Good and Learned Men; fo far from Envy, that he 
rejoyced in any excellent Speech or ABionof anlther, as 

much

much, as if it were his own; never difiraisd any, ever 
prai/d thofe that deferved it; and was of fitch winning can¬ 
dour, that none could forbear to love him. 

In the year j$r\.from the building of the City, the 52 of 
his age , he left Rome, with defign to go into Grecia, and 
Afia r there to compleat his iEneids, and fiend the re¬ 
mainder of his daies: But meeting Auguftus at Athens, 
on bis returnout of the Eajl, he altered that refohttion;and 
coming bacl^, fell ficl^at Megara ,anddyedat Brundufiurn, 
Sept. 22. His Bones (as he defiredJ buried at Naples by 
the care of Auguftus, and Meccenas, made his Heirs by 
Tefiament. His Vrn fupported by nine Pillars,over which 
this Diftich was engraven, 

Mantua me genuit; Calabri rapuere j tenet nunc 
Parthenope ; Geclni Palcua, Rura, Duces. 

Swains , Pillage 3 Arms, I fitng; Mantua gave 
Me Life , Calabria Death , Naples a Grave. 

The Remains of this Monument are at this day crown¬ 
ed with a Laurel , which ( as they fay ) grows there of 
i t p>ff 3 ds the tribute of Nature due to his Immortal Art.

The riling of Orion ( which 
as well as ArBurus, and the Pleiades, 
prefac’d ftorms, Plin. 18. 28. ) is 
here fad to be ex mprovifo , becaufe 
he rifeth in his magnitude many daies ; 
whence his time is uncertain to the 
oaoft skilful Navigators, faith T/tub¬ 
man : whereby Ilioncus here excufeth 
his Mariners. And though fim rais’d 
this ftorm, yet the Poet, upon all fuch 
extraordinary occifions, obferves the 
fime Decorum to fuit them with 
their natural figns and cuifes.

aTown in Lucania, whence tlie Ha¬ 
ven was call’d, was built by Servius 
Tullius , 600 years after the coming 
of *&m«s into Italy. But Tambus 
defends our Author by deriving Vclia 
from as if he meant no more 
than require portus paluflres. Aleiat , 
by interpreting him not oftheTown, 
but of the Fields and River, which al- 
wayes were in being ■, and that Vclia 
had its name from the River; is af¬ 
firm’d by Stephanas, do Vrbib.
